Taylor Holland Holland was fired Wednesday for failure to 
write enough traffic tickets to pay his salary 
lawrence, a former parttime California policeman, was 
hired only Wednesday as the m anager trainee of the city’s 
wastewater plant 
The bank president called Holland Thursday morning 
shortly after the robbery 
i ’m not a policeman,’’ Holland told the bank president 
“ I'm just a private citizen now ” 
He helped in the only way he could 
he made telephone 
calls to try to get help 
The council voted 3 1 Wednesday lo abolish Holland's job, 
saying it was too expensive for the small town, population 
I,BX), to maintain 
“ I told them when I hired on that I would decide when 
tickets were w ritten,’’ Holland said “ I won’t turn the town 
into a speed trap ’’ 
He said residents were petit inning the council for a police 
department and the council called a special meeting to 
reconsider the m atter Holland said he would take the job 
flack if it was offered, but only under conditions which he 
would not detail 
“ We’ve had no crim e like this m the last 2‘* years (his 
tenure as police chief),' he said “ We went burglary free in 
1975. In 1974 on Halloween I apprehended a burglar in the 
bank.” 
Holland said the council’s move to abolish the police 
department was highly publicized last month 
“ Whether this (bank robbery) 
was done with the 
knowledge that the police departm ent was abolished or not I 
have no idea, but I don't think so," he said “This looks like it 
was pretty well planned out ”

San Jose Mission in San 
Antonio was founded in 1720 
In this Bicentennial year, 
it continues to function as an 
active church—a stone and 
mortar symbol of the faith, 
courage and vigor of the 
Franciscan fathers who built 
it—more than 250 years after 
Fray Antonio Margil de 
Jesus established it. 
It is both a state and 
national historic site, ad­ 
ministered by 
the 
Texas 
Parks and Wildlife Dept, in 
cooperation with the Arch­ 
diocese of San Antonio, the 
National Park Service, the 
San Antonio Conservation 
Society and the County of 
Bexar 
Actually there are four 
missions located in the 
southern part of the city 
along or near 
the San 
Antonio River at intervals 
over a distance of about 
seven miles. 
The four missions—San 
Jose, Concepcion, San Juan 
and 
Espda—have 
out­ 
standing 
historical 
and 
architectural value Two of 
them, San Jose and Con­ 
cepcion, are among the 
finest examples of Mexican 
Baroque architecture in the 
U n i t e d 
S t a t e s . 
The churches at Missions 
San Juan and Espada have 
simpler structural designs 
and are less ornate, yet they 


have beautiful facades, each 
of which 
is 
topped 
by 
unusual 
double-tiered 
belfries. 
All 
have rich histories 
which are best studied by 
visiting the area. 


San Jose Mission is open 
daily throughout the year 
from 9 a.rn to 6 p.m. An 
admission fee of 25 cents is 
charged 
for each 
visitor 
between the age of six and 
12. and 50 cents for all 
visitors over 12. 
There are also $1 tour 
tickets 
(25 
cents 
for 
students) which admit the 
visitor to all four missions. 
There is a self-conducted 
tour trail through the San 
Jose complex, which con­ 
tains some 25 points of in­ 
terest 
One of the most 
popular for visitors is Rosa's 
Window, considered to be 
one of the finest pieces of 
Spanish 
colonial 
or­ 
namentation sculptured in 
this country. 


Other attractions on the 
tour include an old grist mill 
with 
a 
turbine 
style 
horizontal water wheel and a 
winding stairway made of 
hand-hewn logs leading to 
the belfry and choir loft. 
Masses are held daily at 7 
p.m. in the chapel, Saturday 
evening at 5:30 and Sunday 
at 7, 9 and 10:30 a m., noon

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BIOLOGICAL INSECTICIDE PROTECTS YOUR GARDEN— 
AND THE ENVIRONMENT 


Leaf-eaters’ life cycle - (I) Eggs are laid by mature moths in 
late summer; (2) caterpillars hatch next spring and begin life 
with a voracious appetite, (3) spinning their own cocoons, from 
which they emerge (4) as moths, which in turn re-start the 
cycle by laying thousands of eggs again each year. Key to 
breaking the chain is to frequently spray foliage with Dipel, 
an environmentally safe biological insecticide. 


Scientists have been looking 
for insecticides that are envi­ 
ronmentally safe—but also ef­ 
fective—ever since DDT was 
banned by the federal govern­ 
ment in 1970.

But the real beauty is that 
Dipel attacks only leaf-eating 
caterpillars — not bees, lady­ 
bugs, birds or earthworms — 
but tomato hornworms, cab­ 
bage l o o p e r s , inchworms, 
gypsy moths, tent caterpillars, 
tussock moths, 
spruce bud- 
worms and o t h e r common 
leaf-eating pests. 
W hat is Bt and how does it 
work? It’s actually a bacterium 


that Mother Nature uses peri­ 
odically to limit the leaf-eat­ 
ing worm population. In con­ 
centrated form, the substance 
attacks their stomach walls so 
that they stop feeding and lit­ 
erally starve to death. 
But don’t expect an instant 
kill, since it may take two or 
three days for the caterpillars 
to finally die — even though 
their destructive eating stops 
right away. 
Dipel was introduced to 
farmers five years ago to pro­ 
te ct com m ercial vegetable 
crops such as lettuce, cabbage, 
celery and broccoli. It has been 
tested and registered with the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency for use with most other 
major vegetables that are a t­ 
tacked by leaf-eating caterpil­ 
lars, as well as ornamental or 
shade trees. 
Now that it is available for 
home use. Dipel or (Bt) can be 
found in most hardware or 
lawn and garden stores. It 
comes as a powder that is mix­ 
ed with water and applied with 
hose-end, slide, or tank-type 
sprayers.

Iron Facts Reviewed 


Lots of folks spend lots of 
money each year on iron for 
their 
gardens. 
U nfor­ 
tunately, it’s not always iron 
products that are needed. 
“Let’s study some facts,” 
says Jam es R. 
Risinger, 
Collin County Agricultural 
Extension 
Agent 
for the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
Extension Service. 
Symptoms. Look for two 
classic 
sym ptom s: 
(I) 
yellowed leaves with dark 
green veins and (2) new 
growth (near tips of twigs) 
affected first. If these two 
symptoms just don’t match 
up, better look for problems 
other than iron. 
All plants need iron in the 
making of chlorophyll, and 
most plants can get all they 
need out of our soil. Several 
types likely to need special 
iron applications locally 
include azaleas, camellias, 
gardenias, E ast Texas pines, 
dogwood, w ater oak, burford 
holley, 
waxleaf ligustrum 
and roses. 
O ther 
plants 
will oc­ 
casionally show deficiency 
symptoms, but not usually 
unless soil is noticeably 
shallow. 


Why Deficiencies Occur. 
Iron availability (and that of 
other nutrient elements as 
well) is closely linked to the 
acidity and alkalinity of the 
soil. Alkaline soils such as 
we have in North Texas 
cause the iron to change to a 
chemically inactive form, 
one which plants cannot use. 
This can occur even though 
an abundance of iron really 
exists. 
Ways To Add Iron. Once 


you’ve determined that your 
plants really need iron 
you’re confronted with eight 
or ten possible products, all 
claiming a cure. How to 
choose9 Maybe you won’t 
need to. You may want to use 
several. For example: 
1. Add organic m atter peat 
moss, rotted manure, bark 
chips and the like all act to 
acidify soil when used for 
long 
periods 
of 
years. 
Acidifying the soil frees that 
iron tied up chemically. 
2. Add soil acidifiers 
Sulphur is most commonly 
used, one pound per IOO 
square feet. Again, iron will 
be released. 
3. Add iron to soil. Iron 
su lfate 
(copperas) 
or 
chelated iron 
(specially 
processed 
for 
g re a te r 
dependability) can be ap­ 
plied and worked into the 
soil. This should be done in 


conjunction 
with 
soil 
acidifiers to keep the new 
iron from becoming inac­ 
tive. Results will be slow, 
som ew hat 
e rra tic 
and 
relatively long lasting 
4. Spray iron on foliage. 
For 
quickest 
green-up, 
bypass the roots and spray 
directly on 
the 
leaves 
Results will be short-lived 
(two to three treatm ents per 
year) and you’ll want to 
avoid getting the sprays on 
wood or masonary surfaces 
(stains). Spray late in the 
day to avoid burning the 
foliage 
and 
include 
a 
spreader-sticker surfactant 
for more uniform coverage 
5. Injection. Small vials of 
iron compounds are now in 
use in the commercial tree 
trad e 
Punched into the 
trunk, 
they release their 
contents into the sap flow 
with good results. 


This, then, is the story of 
iron. Be sure your plants 
really need that type of help 
Apply m aterials properly 
Use care in selecting plants 
for your landscape

On the road 
without Teddy

WINDER, Ga. — (NEA) — The man said hts name was 
Asa Ellis, age 61, race caucasian, status vagabond. He was 
hitchhiking along Route 29. going south for crop work He 
had a pack on his back and a sack under his arm He was dir­ 
ty. His nose ran. His whiskers were stained a deep yellow. I 
picked him up on the edge of Greenville 
He wasn’t a bum, he said He worked when he could get 
work, and moved on when he couldn't. It had been his way 
for 30 years He spoke rapidly, almost gratefully, as a man 
does who is alone much of the time "I'm not married and 
don't want to be, I got no bank account and don't want one." 
He said he ate very little, slept in the fields, made coffee out 
of various grains and spent nis money on wine 
He looked out the window. 
"Teddy liked wine," he said 
"Teddy?" 
"My dog. He’s dead now. Poor bugger." 
The man sat quietly. Rigidly His hands in his lap "Teddy 
would drink right from the bottle, but you had to go careful 
or he’d spill it." He tore a cigarette in half, put one side in 
his pocket and lit the other. 
"He was a smart old bugger He could sit, he could jump 
over a stick, he could count by barking I had this thing I did 
when there were other people around, I'd play I was asleep 
and Teddy would come over and tap me with his nose, then 
tap me with his paw, and then like he was mad he'd grab my 
pants and growl like heil It was a regular show Fie was a 
smart old bugger ” 
The man said he had found the dog years before. He had 
gotten up one morning and the animal, then a pup, was sleep­ 
ing by the dead fire coals He reasoned that it was out of a 
litter that had been let loose and sr <vas free for the taking 
"I didn’t know about him at first. VV 
n you move around you 
don't want nothing slowing you down. But I liked him right 
off He had big feet and he smelled good I named him Teddy, 
after Roosevelt. He kind of looked like Roosevelt." 
We drove through a small community where the man 
remembered working once. He said he had picked peaches 
for a farmer west of town. He remembered because he had 
fallen off a ladder and broken a wrist He said he was laid up 
for three months and nearly starved He said he would have 
starved except Travelers Aid in Atlanta helped him out. That 
aid, he said, was as close as he ever came to charity. 
"I never been on welfare I been in jail, in free clinics, and 
I get help in churches — but I never took nothing from the 
government.” 
The man crushed what was left of his half-smoke He 
stripped the paper from the butt and carefully put the 
remaining tobacco in a draw string pouch Then he took a 
small tin of peaches from his sack and opened them with a 
folding knife. He ate with the knife as well Syrup dripped on 
his beard. One peach slice dropped to the floor and he used 
his foot and his fingers to retrieve it He had peaches in the 
morning, he said, and wine when it was available at night. 
"Teddy would howl if he didn’t get his wine I didn’t give 
him that much, but what he got he liked I made a cup with 
my hand sometimes and he’d drink right from it Red wine, 
only red wine, Teddy didn't Uke the white. One time I gave 
him white and he wouldn’t have nothing to do with me until I 
made up for it. The old bugger" 
The man said the dog died in Florida. They had been 
camped outside the city of Jacksonville, and the man decid­ 
ed to go into town for a Mission-sponsored meal and bath. 
Animals were not allowed so the man tied Teddy to a tree, 
leaving food and water. He was gone all day and part of the 
evening. When he returned he found the dog mutilated to 
death. His ears had been cut off, he had been beaten, 
probably tortured, all while still tied to the tree. The man 
believes children did it. He buried the dog in an orchard 
where there was shade. 
I dropped the man off here in Winder. I asked him about 
his destination and he said he didn't know. "Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi — anywhere but Florida. I don’t 
believe ITI evar go back to Florida."
